The most advanced research 
in the construction of 
monorails has been conducted 
by the Transportation Tech- 
niques Research Institute of 
the Transportation Ministry 
since 1950. 

At its railway facilities divi- 
sion in Mitaka on the outskirts 
of Tokyo, an experiment mono- 
rail coach has already been con- 
structed. 

At the institute's test area 10- 
meter tall ferro-concrete pillars 
have been erected at intervals 
of 4 meters. Girders 75 centi- 
meters wide and 25 centimeters 
thick are laid cross-wise. 

A passenger-type coach, runs 
suspended from the girder. The 
coach is equipped with 10 pairs 
of rubber wheels, which revolve 
on the girder, and another four 
pairs of wheels, which extend 
horizontally to the side of the 
girder to stabilize the move- 
ment of the coach. 

The most distinctive features 
of the monorail are that it is 
fast and powerful, making it fit 
for use in densely crowded dis- 
tricts and mountainous areas. 
Since the monorail does not 
take up much land space, it 
ean be constructed along streets 
where traffic is thick, such as 
in downtown Tokyo.
